time the block a ina.«8 ol ilaines. 

Then they were carried diajfonally across 
to the Tremont hotel, tlicnce to (.'olouel 
Bnrbridge's large block, m which the 
^Seminole club is domiciled. The fire 
spread on all sides, being fanned by a 
BtiiT breeze that rone. The firemen 
worked heroically thron^hout, bnt noth- 
ing could stay the flames until exhaust- 
ed for want of material. They were 
fetoppk d ;it iU aver street on the north, at 
Lanrii street on the WMt, and at OCMn 
street on the east.

Warhinoton, Aug. 19.— Interest ini 
information has been received by th» 
bureau of American republic's in regard 
to the Cacachara silver mined in Peru 
The mines are situated about sixty utilei 
from Pnno, near the Bolivian beundarv 
and are 17,000 feet above the level of th« 
sea. The region Is full ef silver ore 
and the wealth lying there it 
to be incredible in extent. 

All the mines are said to be good ones, 
but the Cnnception, Santa Ros.i and 
Victoria mines are especially rich, the 
ore running 160 poimds to the cajon 
(a small box about fonr feet square). 
The vein in the Victoria mine is from 
five feet to six feet wide. There is 
fine tunnel already 1,.*^) feet in length 
where several veins of different WMth 
have l>een cut and where ore of a high 
class will be obtained. The sheds are 
now ftill ol orea for export, will not fall 
below fifty pounds to the cajon, and tin 
whole amount is estimated at 2,500 tons 

The Latin-American department of 
the Columbian exposition has informa 
tion from Nicaragua which indicates 
that that republic hoa taken hold 
with \ iiror of the preparation of ite ex 
hihit at Chicago. The matter is in 
charge of the Kentleman who superin- 
tendeil the exhibit of the republic at 
Paris, and he gives awjurances that tht 
exhibit on that occasion will be sur 
passed. Nicaragua will erect a building 
costing about $10,000, and it is hoi)er 
that there will be a representation of the 
natives of the country aocordintf to 
habits, dress and trade.

I.NniANAfoLin, Aug. 19.— The stat« 
board of tax commiarionera apent the 
entire day yeaterday vpoa the qncation 
inpolved in oompalBnf baakera to pre- 
sent atatementa of depoaita in their 
banks April 1, the Baiter being dla- 
cnaaed at exeoathre eae ai on both morning 
and afternoon. Prom the beginning of 
the controversy a majority of the board 
haa been in faror of prompt action and 
it haa been reaaonably certain from the 
start that the board would endeavor to 
enforce the law literally. 

Yesterday the matter was brought to 
a B(iuare isaue bv a motion to reject the 
proposition made by the bankers Mon 
day to await the iaaue of the caaaa now 
in the conrts. The motion waadiecassed 
at length, the powers of the board were 
fttlly canvaaaea and the motion waa then 
adopted and an order iasned to each 
banker ia the state to submit within ten 
days a complete Uat of hia depositors 
and the anna to taeir aredit at the begin 
ninf of the aaaeaiment vear. 

Tae baakera' oommittee held another 
meetliig yesterday and heard a report of 
the nrooeediiigs had on Monday before 
the board. Tne committee daims to 
have consulted twenty-ftre lawyers in 
different parte of the atate and to have 
received an opinion from each declaring 
against the law. The board will fine 
every banker refusing to submit the re- 
quired statement, but no effort will be 
made to collect the fines till the appealed 
case is decided in the supreme court. 
The attorney- general believes that the 
l.iw is constitutional and he will have 
charge of the defense as the attorney of 
the atate.
